«.8.R. 1456 .—Jn exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Indian 
Telegraph Act. 1885 (13 of 1885), the Central Government hereby makes the fol¬ 
lowing rules further to amend the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Telegraph (Eleventh Amendment) 
Rules, 1962. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the 1st November, 1962, 

2. In the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951,— 

(!) In rule 8, for the words and brackets “Nepal or Lhasa (Tibet)", the 
words “or Nepal" shall be substituted; 

(H) in rule 80, the heading “II—For delivery in Lhasa" and the table 
appearing thereunder shall be omitted, and tables III, V and VI shall 
be renumbered as II, III and IV respectively; 

(iii) in rule 117, the proviso beginning with the words “provided that" and 
ending with “telegraph offices" shall be omitted; 

(lv) In rule 133, table IV, headed “For delivery In Pakistan", shall be re¬ 
numbered as III; 

(v) for rule 134, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

"134. The special press rates prescribed under rule 133 shall not apply 
to telegrams for transmission from or to licensed telegraph offices 
or through an intermediate licensed telegraph office: 

Provided that railway telegraph offices may, subject to the requirements 
of Railway business, accept Press telegrams for transmission at 
press rates within the limits of their respective Railways.”; 

(vi) in rule 171, for the words and brackets "Nepal and Lhasa (Tibet)”, 

the words "and Nepal” shall be substituted.
